PICARIELLO APPEAL IS SET FOR 
APRIL 3 

Ottawa, March 9.—An appeal to 
the supreme court of Canada on be- 
half of Emilio Picariello and Florence 
Lassandro, now under sentence of 
death for the murder of Constable S. 
O. Lawson of Coleman, Alberta, will 
be argued on Tuesday, April 3. When 
the motion came up this morning 
three weeks time was allowed for pre- 
paring the case, and Friday, March 30 
was set for the appeal. Upon its be- 
ing pointed out to the court that this 
was Good Friday, the date was chang- 
ed to April 3. James F. Smellie, ap- 
pearing for the attorney-general of 
Alberta, had suggested that the appeal 
be heard at the end of the May sit- 
tings. The court demurred, however, 
emphasizing the seriousnessof repeat- 
ed teprieves. The prisoners stand re- 
prieved until March 21. It will now 
be necessary to issue a further stay 
of execution. 

The basis of the appeal to the 
supreme court will be the opinion of 
Mr. Justice Beck who dissented from 
the decision of the Alberta court of 
appeal. 


PRICE OF WHEAT MAY BE FORC- 
ED YET LOWER 

Ottawa, March 10.—The members 
of parliament from the western pro- 
vinees are keenly interested in cables 
frem Europe to the effect that Rus- 
sia expects to export 20,000,000 bus. 
of wheat during the present year. To 
maay of them this is the most impor- 
tant news of the day, for they are 
inclined to think that this means low- 
er, instead of higher wheat prices. 
Reports also of shipments to Ger- 
many pretty well dispose of the pros- 
peets of much increased sales to that 
country, on which the United States 
had been counting. 

Europe not buying very much 
wheat from Canada just now, unless 
she is taking it through British buy- 
ers, Of total exports during January 
ameunting to 9,739,556 bushels, all 
but 1,372,386 went to the United King- 
dom, Italy was the chief European

‘being second’ With “264,009, followed 
by Switzerland 220,800, and the Neth- 
erlands, 158,151 bushels. No ship- 
ments to Germany are recorded. 

How rapidly Canada is coming to 
the front as an exporter of wheat is 
evident from the fact that during 1922 
she shipped out 209,339,000 bushels, 
as compared with 164,691,000 by the 
United States. This is a great change 
from say 1896, when Canada exported 
a little under 10,000,000 bushels. From 
present indisations it is only a mat- 
ter of time until the United States 
will be compelled to import consider- 
able quantities of wheat from this 
country 

Canada’s export trade 
flour is growing rapidly, indeed it has 
been doubled during the last two 
years. In 1920 the exports were 
4,730,000 barrels, as against 19,854,- 
000 barrels by the United States. In 
1921 they were 7,278,000 barrels, as 
compared with 16,801,000 barrels by 
our neighbors, while in 1922 they 
were 9,485,000 barrels, while those of 
the United States were 15,025,000 
barrels.

LETHBRIDGE LIQUOR HOUSES 
MUST CLOSE TOMORROW 


Edmonton ,M arch 10.—Final orders 
have gone out froth Attorney-general 
Brownlee to the export liquor houses 
still open in Lethbridge, that, inas- 
much as they kept their places of 
business open to the last minute, they 
will be subject to the penalty, if on 
March 16 they are found in posses- 
sion of any liquor stocks. Export li- 
quor houses in the rest of the province 
closed on March 1, as requested. The 
Lethbridge stores remained open, tak- 
ing advantage of the fact that the or- 
der-in-council had not been signed at 
Ottawa, bringing into effect the order 
given by Attorney-general Brownlee 
last July, that liquor stocks must be 
disposed of or out of the province 
by March 1 of this year, in accordance 
with the amendments to the Liquor 
Act passed at the last winter session.

Marquis wheat from Claresholm, 100 
bushels of Meldrum’s Marquis wheat 
from Raymond, 75 bushels of Conkle 
and Blad’s Banner oats from Round 
Hill and 75 bushels of J. W. Bigland’s 
Champion oats from Lacombe. This 
seed grain will be used for exhibit 
purposes in Great Britain and Europe.

RUHR SITUATION GROWS DAILY 
MORE SERIOUS 


Recklinghausen, March 
Germans are dead as the result of 
clashes with French troops in the 
various parts of the Recklinghausen 
district last night. One French sol- 
dier and three Germans were wound- 
ed in a riot at Dortmund. 

A state of seige has been declared 
in the entire Recklinghausen district 
in consequence of these overnight dis- 
turbances. 

Additional troops have been sent | 
to preserve order at Buer where a 
French army officer and a French civ- 
ilian offical were killed Saturday night 
and where excitement has since been 
running high resulting in renewed | 
shooting. Of the Germans who met 
death, two were shot down while try- 
ing to escape from gendarmes in the 
Buer disturbances. Five others were 
killed and several others wounded 
when a crowd attacked a French guard 
post. The eighth German was killed 
at Dortmund when a crowd attacked 
a French detachment.

A crowd as- 
sembled in the town square and soon 
afterward several hundred Germans, 
mostly men, attempted to storm a 
French guard post where seven or 
eight soldiers were stationed. The 
Germans demanded the reason why 
the two men had been killed, finally 
attacking the house in which the 
guard were quartered. On being at- 
tacked the soldiers fired, killing five 
of the Germans and wounding several 
others, 

Additional troops were quickly sum- 
moned and all civilians were ordered 
to return to their homes, but it was 
long after midnight before order was 
completely restored. 

Evacuation of German territory in 
the Ruhr and the Rhineland recently 
occupied will be a gradual operation 
earried out only upon Germany ful- 
filling her reparations obligations, it 
was declared in the communique is- 
sued this afternoon, after the initial 
meeting of the Franco-Belgian pre- 
tmiers’ conference in Brussels on oc- 
cupational measures. The portion of 
the comminique carrying this an- 
nouncement read: 

“The two governments (the French 
und the Belgian) are again in com- 
mon accord not to accept simple pro- 
mises from Germany concerning the 
evacuation of thé Ruhr and the terri- 
tories recently occupied on the right 
bank of the Rhine, but such evacua- 
tion will be carried out gradually, 
following the execution by Germany 
of her reparations obligations.” 

The conference was concluded at 
6.50 p.m., complete accord having been 
reached, it was stated. M. Poncare 
afterward visited King Albert.

Alberta Coal for Ontario 

A strong revival of the effort to 
place Alberta coal on the Ontario 
market in competition with American 
anthracite, and to fill the serious 
shortage of fuel which has been ex- 
perienced in that province being 
made as a consequence of the discus- 
sion which has taken place in the fed- 
eral parliament in this respect. 

During the convention of the min- 
ing and metallurgical institute of Can- 
ada at Montreal the past week, a re- 
solution was passed asking the federal 
government to appoint a committee 
of three including a freight expert 
a mining engineer and a business ex- 
ecutive to report upon the feasibility 
from all viewpoints of making Alber- 
ta coal available to the Ontario mar- 
ket. A delegation of Alberta opera- 
tors also waited on the provincial gov- 
ernment on Friday asking that the 
legislature pass a resolution asking 
the Dominion government to make an 
effort to secure a freight rate on Al- 
berta coal that would put it into suc- 
cessful competition with the foreign 
product in Ontario. The Edmonton 
Board of Trade also passed a resolu- 
tion along these lines. .

competition successfully with the Am- 
erican product. The present rate is 
$12.70 a ton, which makes the price 
of the product in Ontario prohibitive. 
American bituminous, a coal very in- 
ferior in quality to Alberta coal, is 
selling in Toronto at $7 a ton. An- 
thracite is selling at $18 a ton. If| 
Alberta coal could be put on the mar- 
ket at Toronto at $13 a ton, it could 
compete successfully. 

The mines now operating in Alber- 
te have a capacity of more than twice 
their present output, and so would 
be quite capable of meeting the in- 
creased demand. During the past ! 
winter, Alberta coal has successfully 
supplanted the American product on 
the Winnipeg market, something for 
which this province has been sti 
gling for years. 


Growth of Education in Province 

A feature of the report of the Al- 
berta department of education for the 
year 1922 is the substantial evidence 
it contains of the 
among pupils for higher education. 
John T. Ross, deputy minister of ed- 
ucation, in his summary of conditions, 
emphasises this feature, and, ponts 
out that while the number of pupils 
in grade 8 at June 30, 1921, was 7,625 
the number a year later was 9,787, an 
increase of 2,164. Furthermore, at 
least one third more pupils were en- 
rolled in the higher grades during that 
year than in the previous year, the 
figures being 7,509 for 1921 and 10,- 
762 for 1922. an increase of 33 1-3 
per cent. taking work above grade 8. 
Mr. Ross also comments on the fact 
that whereas three years ago it was 
difficult te find a one-room school car- 
rying on work above grade 8, there} 
were last year 286 one-roomed schools 
carrying on such work. He also com- 
ments on the more hopeful outlook 
for teacher supply, saying that 1,000 
new teachers will graduate from the} 
normals the coming year. 

The number of pupils enrolled in 
Alberta schools during the term end- 
ing June 30, 1922, was 142,902 com- 
pared with 12 8 in the previous | 
year. The number of graded schools 
was 76,691 and ungraded schools num- 
bered 66,211, The averare attendance 
in the graded schowls was 76.44 per 
cent. of enrollment, and in the un- 
graded schools was 63.27 per cent. 
The number of girls enrolled in the 
of the province was 70,809 
and the number of boys was 72,093. 

A total of 3,845 pupils left school 
at the age of 15, distributed by grades

DRUG EVIL 
The arrest and conviction of nine 
“dope” addicts and peddlers who were 
all sentenced to terms ranging from 
six months to two years, at Saskatoon 
last week, brings once again before 


the public the drug traffic which seems 
to be increasing very rapidly in the 
west as police court records show. 
In a recent annual report to hand 
a chief constable in one of the Eastern 
cities in which the drug traffie flour- 
ishes in an appalling degree, this 
chief recommends imprisonment and 
thelash for those who peddle the 
drugs, and public opinion would sup- 
port this any other punishment 
designed decrease or abolish the 
trailic If those who are now victims 
of the drug habit could be treated and 


or 


to 


cured, the police would find it easy 
enough to deal with those peddlers 
who had to make their profit by cre- 


ating addicts. To such scoun- 
drels the severest penalties should be 
applied. Penitentiary sentences and 
flogging would probably put an end 
to that part of the traffic that depends 
upon who are merely experi- 
menting with the drugs and have not 
yet fallen completely into its power. 

The problem of the drug addict is 
one for the medical profession. Vic- 
tims of drugs are often criminals, but 
those who are been made 
as a rule, by the drug. If the drug 
habit could be cured they would cease 
to be criminals. To throw them into 
jail as though they were common 
thieves and permit them to suffer the 
torments of the damned because they 
cannot get the drug that brings them 
temporary relief, is barbarous. It is 
also senseless because it does not cure 
the drug habit, or if it does it achieves 
this end only as the result of suffer- 
ings too frightful to be contemplated 
by any humane person. Police, of 
course, have spoken with approval of 
the “cold turkey” treatment, which 
consists in abruptly depriving the ad- 
dict of the drug and permitting him

SUPREME COURT TOLD 
SOME BOOTLEGGERS 

ARE RESPECTABLE 
Considerable merriment was caused 
in the Supreme Court on Wednesday 
morning over the application for the 
adjournment of the action of the Mer- 
cantile Insurance Co. vs. M. Rackow, 
made on behalf of the plaintiffs by 
their counsel ©, F. Jamieson, and op- 
posed on behalf of the defendant by 
A. B. Hogg. The application for ad- 
journment was asked for on the plea 
that a material witness for the plain- 
tiffs was not able to be present. The 
application raised the question of the 
closing of the liquor export houses 
on March 15th. The case involved 
the possession of a motor car, now in 
the hands of the sheriff, with counsel 
for the defense observing that the car 
was needed by his client who conducts 
a wholesale liquor export house, Mr. 


Justice Ives observed that possibly 
the car would be more needed after. 
the 15th of March. The new “Red 


Route” between Canada and the Un- 
ited States for the transportation of 
liquor was facetiously referred 
Mr. Jamieson remarking that it was 
a case of from north to south instead 
of from east to west. He also ob- 
served that his client had placed 
$4,000 in the hands of the sheriff and 
if he lost the case there would be the 
money in hand to pay for the expenses 
{of Mr. Rackow from California, to 
| which he was going when the export 
j}houses were put out of business, on 
|his coming back to Lethbridge to at- 
{tend the adjourned case. “In that 
jcase,” said the Bench, “he will have 
his car paid for aad enough left to 
| stock it for his return south.” Boot- 
leggers were discussed, and it came 
out in the court that there were those 
| who were known as “respectable boot- 


to, | 


leggers.” The Bench wished to know 
if they were those whose load was con- 
ducted to the boundary line under 
police protection. The adjournment 
asked for was allowed. 

The action was started as the out- 
come of the theft of a Studebaker be- 
longing to one Cohen, who is said to 
be now at Salt Lake City. The car 
was insured against theft by the plain- 
tiff company, afd the insurance paid. 
In doing the company obtained 
an assignment of all Cohen’s rights 
in the car, The car was later located 
in Lethbridge and the plaintiff com- 
pany replivined it, with the sheriff 
being placed in possession of it. Mrs. 
Rackow, the wife of the defendant, 
claims to have got possession of the 
car by purchase from one Lee Wilson, 
the ownership of the car is according- 
ly in dispute. It has been in posses- 
sion of the sheriff for the past six 
months.--Lethbridge Herald. 
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POULTRY REGISTRATION 


“I consider the registration of poul- 
try the greatest development that has 
taken place in connection with the 
poultry industry for generations,” Ttis 
was the remark of Dr. J. H. Grisdale, 
deputy minister of agriculture for the 
Dominion, in an address delivered to 
the Ottawa Poultry Association. He 
added, “It is adding to the existing 
standard qualifications the qualifica- 
tion of production.” 

Registration is distinct from any 
other policy that has to do with high 
producing hens. Only those birds lay- 
ing 200 eggs and over, averaging 24 
ounces to the dozen, in fifty-two con- 
secutive weeks in the Canadian Egg 
Laying Contest are eligible for regis- 
tration, Further it is necessary that 
these birds be typical of their breed 
and free from standard  disquilifi- 
cations. 

A few birds have already been re- 
gistered, and those fulfilling the qual- 
ifications in the laying contest con- 
ducted by the Experimental Farms 
during 1921-22, number 3898. By 
breeds these are made up as follows:
